1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art appears to be the Lakic U.S. patents such as 6510624 and 6014823. Lakic 
lacks, among other things, the height of the pump being height than a height of the back 
air chamber. Although, other prior art may show the pump with a height greater than 
other air chambers in the sole, there is no motivation, suggestion, nor would it be 
predictable to modify the pump of Lakic as claimed.
